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with secret treaties and diplomacy are much more likely to secure 
acceptance. 

However much one may differ from the distinguished author 
in regard to his scheme of international organization or respecting 
individual rules of law which he formulates, it is, nevertheless, a 
matter of congratulation that this English translation has been made 
available to the American public. A larger acquaintance with the 
problems presented cannot fail to be of great advantage and the 
solutions here offered are worthy of careful consideration.
